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OIL CHANGE ‘BAROMETERS?’—-At least two ex- 
periments are underway which may eventually settle 
the oil change controversy. For example, one device 
being tested is an electronic unit—-compact and de- 
signed for use at the service station island—which is 
used to indicate oil contamination. Another experi- 
ment involves a quick laboratory-type test for 
asphaltenes and which might someday be developed 
for use at service stations. In both instances—and 
with all similar approaches—-the success of one or 
both will depend entirely upon its acceptance by both 
the oil industry and the auto industry as an accurate 
indicator of oil condition. For some time now attempts 
to arrive at a compromise between many oil companies 
who recommend 1,000 miles and the auto maker's 2- 
4,000 miles have proved unsuccessful. But there are 
some people in both industries who think an answer 
may be found in some such development as the two 
mentioned, or perhaps some other still unheard of. 


TANK TRUCK DEMAND —- Heaviest demand for 
truck tanks continues to be in the 1,500-gal. size and 
under. According to National Truck Tank and Trailer 
Tank Institute, during 1950 about 80% of all truck 
tanks shipped were 1,500-gal. and 
20° were 1,550-gal. and over. Of all trailer tanks 
shipped, 53°7. were tandem axle units and 47% were 
single axle units. In some circles, feeling is that the 
percentage of larger tanks may go up this year as 
oil companies and haulers try to boost their hauling 
capacity while faced with the possibility that trucks 
may not be as easy to get as last year.

SALES WEAPON Tightening supply of auto re- 
placement parts is providing oil marketers with am- 
munition for promoting more frequent and regular 
oil change and chassis lubrication as one of the best 
means for keeping cars running. Situation now has 
reached the point where many car dealers now are 
ordering parts in one of two ways—priority for parts 
for cars now laid up, or fill the order when possible 
the car still runs.

CLEAN ENGINE— Considerable comment was creat- 
ed when Oldsmobile revealed development of its rice- 
blasting method for removing carbon deposits from 
engines. Briefly, that method involved shooting rice 
into the cylinders through the spark plug openings 
and then withdrawing the carbon-saturated rice. Re- 
ports now indicate another car manufacturer is work- 
ing on a carbon-removal method which involves in- 
jecting a solvent into the manifold. Details of the 
operation are not revealed as yet, but indications are 
the objective is to develop a new, and additional 
method of removing carbon from engines without 
involving a major disassembly

MORE ANTITRUST ACTION? — New Republicas 
Attorney General of Michigan possibly is preparing 
to go ahead with plans made by his Democratic pre- 
decessor to file a huge discrimination suit under state 
antitrust laws against oil companies marketing in his 
state (see NPN Aug. 2, 1950, p.31). Two of his assist- 
ants went to Washington last week to seek advice 
and information from U. 8. officials on the projected 
case. In their quest for background data, the Michi- 
gan officials talked with Justict Department, Fed- 
eral Trade Bureau of Mines, Com- 
merce Department, and Interior's Synthetic Liquid 
Fuels Office. Governor Williams of Michigan, it was 
said, is pressing his state's attorney general to file 
the suit.

CHALK UP ANOTHER —-This month will see another 
car enter the “high” compression field. Due to be 
introduced to the public about the middle of this 
month, this model will have an engine with 8.1 to 1 
compression ratio, designed to operate on premium 
fuel. One encouraging note, in view of probable lower 
gasoline octanes, is the fact that this car is strictly 
a “sports” car and volume of sales is not expected 
to alter appreciably the over-all high compression 
picture as described in NPN Jan. 31, p. 22. 


TBA PRICES—While manufacturers of many TBA 
items, including antifreeze, advanced prices at vari- 
ous times during December and January, oil market- 
ing companies in many cases did not make corre- 
sponding increases in their resale prices. With prices 
now frozen at their highest levels they feel that they 
are unjustly penalized. 


WAR CASUALTY ?—-Though Chrysler's new V-8 en 
gine currently is scheduled only to replace its pre 
vious “eights,” there are reports that other Chrysler 
lines have been requesting tooling quotations on the 
same type engine. However, probability of Dodge 
DeSoto and Plymouth coming out with a V-8 as long 
as the emergency lasts seems somewhat remote in 
view of an anticipated tight tool situation. But this 
does provide a clue as to what to expect when auto 
production resumes normal output

Any advance in th aviation prices, which will be

ing the prices at the relatively few refineries where 
those products are blended or made will not increase the 
supply of the raw material from which they must come 
Even if ESA relaxes ceilings on other petroleum prod- 
ucts in various areas, as it has promised the marketing 
division of the industry, it still will have done nothing 
whatsoever toward increasing the basic supply of this 
material, necessary for both war and the full contribu 
tion of civilian effort to war 

How important it is to have a sufficient basic supply 
is shown by Chairman Hallanan of the National Pe- 
troleum Council, at the request of Petroleum Adminis- 
trator (Interior Secretary) Chapman and PAD, in nam- 
ing a committee of the Council's leading members under 
the chairmanship of an outstanding leader of the in- 
dustry, Dr. Robert E. Wilson, chairman of the Standard 
of Indiana, to make plans at once as to the costs and 
method of adding 1,000,000 bd to the supply of pe- 
troleum products in the Western Hemisphere, which 
means really in the U.S. and Canada. This committee 
is to go not only into the problem of getting the crude 
itself but getting all the material and equipment for find- 
ing the crude, transporting it and turning it into the 
necessary products and distributing it. That this project 
was ordered by the highest government authorities on 
war petroleum supply within a relatively few days of 
when ESA started cracking down on oil industry prices 
shows conclusively how little, if any at all, ESA studied 
the war oil supply situation in the first place 

This criticism of ESA's heedless freeze decision is fur- 
ther justified by the bidding of oil companies for more 
crude supplies just before and as ESA froze the prices 
and the further fact that we are producing and refining 
the greatest volume in our history with every evidence 
of a continuing large increase in both war and neces- 
sary civilian demand 

The first thing this new committee of the NPC could 


well is to demand of Defense Mobilization Director 
Cc. E. Wilson, who has complete control over ESA, that 
ESA do absolutely nothing further in regard to blocking 

prices without his express permission, in fact that 
ESA rescind at once its present freezing order, until the 
NPC specia mmittee on increasing our supplies in the 
future has reported, and then that this Chairman Wilson 
nstruct ESA to keep hands off oil until all concerned 
have had plenty of time to develop and institute a sound

Has the Annual API Meeting Become 
Too Big to Do Its Job Efficiently? 


The annual meeting of the API has become so big that 
it may have reached the point where the crowds and con 
fusion detract from the meeting's value to those who 
spend their own and their companies’ time and money 
to attend 


This statement is not based alone on the 1950 meet 
ing at Los Angeles. The Los Angeles meeting was not 
much different from those held at Chicago in the poat- 
war years Los Angeles is not, of course, as well 
equipped as Chicago to handle a large convention, but 
West Coast oil men put enough personal effort into the 
preparations so that the Los Angeles meeting compared 
favorably with the postwar meetings in Chicago 


So what we are talking about is a situation which has 
existed for at least five years-.a convention so big and 
so complex that it ought to be studied from the stand 
point of whether something should be done about it 
and, if so, what should be done 


With the present war emergency, any study of what 
should be done about the API convention falls into two 


sections 


1. The immediate problem of meetings to be held dur- 
ing this emergency 


2 The long-range problem of meetings in normal 


times 


Circumstances probably will force the answer for the 
war emergency. There is a question as to whether any 
city is large enough to accommodate an all-inclusive API 
meeting in the face of the increased demand for train 
and hotel space that the growing war problem is certain 
to create. There also is a question as to whether the 
big annual convention is the type of meeting which prop- 
erly serves a war effort 


Group meetings, held in different parts of the country 
probably are in order for this war period. Those are 
the kinds of meetings that get down to working details 
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and thua are best for helping the industry meet its war 
reaponaibilitices 


Sut regardiess of what anyone in the oil industry may 
think about various types of meetings, the decision prob 
ably will be out of the industry's hands during the emer 
gency It will be recalled that the government prohibited 
moat conventions in World War I, and that the 1944 
API nvention waa one of the casualties of this order

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Temperature Correction Vanishes 


As An Independent-Major Issue

Independent jobbers in the 
ern states of the 


north 
Midwest have just 
won a notable victory after a battle 
of many years standing. Without ex 
ception, major supplying companies 
now are giving jobbers the privilege 
of buying their products on a vol 
umetric or “shell capacity” basis, as 
opposed to the long-used temperature 
correction method The last major 
ompany to cling exclusively to tem 
perature correction fell into line 
luring the past couple of weeks 


Most of the credit for the change 
in billing, which saves the individual 
jobber many hundreds of gallons of 
products a year, depending upon the 
size of his operation, must go to the 
various state associations and their 
secretaries, who have hammered at 
the problem for the last five to 10 
years 


In particular, these are Kenneth 
C. King of the Wisconsin Petroleum 
Assn.; H. F. Horning of the North 
west Petroleum Assn (Minnesota 
and North Dakota); J. E. Adrian of 
the South Dakota Independent Oil 
Men's Assn.; J. A. Dennis of the lowa 
Independent Oil Jobbers Assn. and 
H. H. Hahn of the Nebraska Petro- 
leum Marketers, Inc 


Temperature correction was a 
sore spot for years with jobbers in 
the “cold” states of the Midwest who 
purchased most of their products 
from terminals in the same area 
The average temperature in such 
states as Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas is around 40 degrees 
Under the cold method of billing, as 
soon as a transport was loaded at 
a terminal, the temperature for the 
load was corrected to 60 degrees, even 
though the actua] temperature might 
have been much lower 


Since gasoline will shrink about 1° 
for every 20 degrees of temperature 
drop, and the difference between 
the average temperature and the 
corrected temperature was 20 de- 
grees, this meant that over the year 
the jobber was taking a 1% loss on 
products purchased under these con 
litions. On a 5,000-gal. load bought 
during 40 degree weather, for ex 
ample, his loss would be 50 gals. and 
t is obvious that over a period of 
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several months this 


rapidly 


would mount 


On the volumetric basis of billing 
the jobber ordinarily will neither lose 
nor gain when he buys from termi- 
nals within the same general area. If 
a jobber bought a transport load in 
Minneapolis for delivery to Willmar 
Minn., 100 miles to the west, the 
temperature in all probability would 
be approximately the same in both 
locations and any shrinkage or ex 
pansion en route would be exceeding 
ly small When he buys the 5,000 
gals. in Minneapolis he knows that 
he'll receive 5,000 gals. in Willmar 
give or take two or three gals. either 
way, depending on what slight dif- 
ferences in temperature might exist 
between the two points 

Now that the majors have extended 
volumetric billing to their jobbers 
the state associations are turning 
their attention to the Independent 
suppliers and it is expected that 
most of them will adopt the same

policy Smith Oil & Refining Co. of 
tockford took the lead last month in 
extending shell capacity to its job 
bers in southern Wisconsin, northern 
Illinois and northeastern lowa 
Discussing the history of the 
lengthy campaign, Mr. King recalled 
that when he became secretary of the 
Wisconsin association years 
ago temperature correction Was one 
of the main problems and complaints 
of jobbers.

To Ward Off Cold Winter Haymaker

While informed guess ng currently 
is that the East probably will finish 
the heating season in good shape, fur- 
ther expansion of heating oil storage 
on the East Coast should be well up 
on the industry's list of 1951 projects 

Incentives for having it there cer- 
tainly exist—in several forms 

The opinion is common among top 
marketing executives that the North- 
east would be having distribution dif- 
ficulties about now if the winter had 
been just 5° colder than normal 

With 10% colder than 
weather, they hazard, there would 
have been “real trouble’’.—trouble 
arising simply from industry circum- 
stances, and not some outside factor

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Midwest Fuel Oil Dislocation Becomes Serious 


A serious dislocation.but not a shortage of fuel oils 
in the Midwest highlighted reports of the nation's re 
finers and marketers during the early days of February 

What for some weeks has been a “bad” tank car supply 
and turn-around situation in the Midwest was turned into 
an “intolerable” one by a wildcat switchmen’'s strike in 
Chicago 

Along the Eastern Seaboard, the continued scarcity 
and high cost of ocean transportation made for closely 
held fuel oils, but supplies were said to be “adequate 
If there was any dislocation of supplies at New York 
and other eastern terminal districts, it was an incipient 
one on gasoline, for marketers were using all the clean 
tonnage they could lay their hands on to move heating 
oils to the exclusion of the former 

Supply problems were focused on Chicago (see other 
story on p. 25), where inventories of fuel oils were said 
to be critically low At the same time, stocks of fuel 
oils were piling up at refineries throughout the Mid-Conti- 
nent, and some refiners in Oklahoma and North Texas re- 
portedly were threatened with reduced runs or shutdown 
unless they could find means to move their products out 
of storage 

In the Midwest, some refiners were said to be asking 
spot buyers to furnish two empty tank cars for every 
full one they purchased 

In the Mid-Continent, several refiners reported they 
have suspended shipments to the North for fear of losing 
their tank cars indefinitely 

There were no general changes in prices, but the trans 
portation question had much to do with what prices buy 
ers were willing to pay for spot quantities of fuel oils 
and gasoline 

In Chicago, where light and heavy fuel supply generally 
was reported “in bad shape spot buyers were willing to 
pay “high premiums On the other hand, “premiums 
f 25c per bbl. previously paid in the Mid-Continent for 
No. 6 fuel slipped off to 10« per bbl Sales were disclosed 
at $1.85 per bbl. FQB Group 3. To regular customers 
Midwest refiners quoted $1.75 per bbl. for No. 6

lescribed as “strong” as the weather 
Strengthening of gasoline prices at New 
York followed reports of two major marketers filling 
requirements totaling over 300,000 bbls These buyers 
found the material locally, rather than entering an in 
quiry asking for quotations FOB the Gulf 

There were two gasoline price war developments after 
the “freeze one war clearing up and the other just 
starting 

The retail gasoline price war which has persisted in 
the Los Angeles Basin for a year seemed to be coming 
to an end as lessees of major stations generally raised 
their prices an average of 2c per gal 

In Pueblo, Colo., four distributors serving a total of 
seven service stations started a price war with a 3c cut 
in retail prices of both regular and premium gasoline 
bringing regular down to 15.4c and that for premium 
down to 16.9c per gal., ex 6c state and 1.5c federal tax 
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NPN was told about half the stations involved in the 
war reduced the price for regular an additional 1.4c to 
14 

One of the Pueblo distributors told NPN the price war 
was precipitated by the giving away of premiums and 
discount stamps 


No changes in crude oil prices were reported. How- 
ever, NPN heard that a petitioning of the Economic 
Stabilization Agency for a further increase in California 
crude prices—when that agency is set up to process such 
requests.is not unlikely Crude is tight on the West 
Coast, with “premiums” (‘over posted prices of major 
companies) being bid for supplies in some instances 
“Premiums” of up to 15c per bbl. have been bid, without 
success, according to some sources 


Lubricating oils, naphthas, petrolatums, and a long list 
of specialty products continued on limited availability 
quotas to regular-customer buyers and “dribs and drabs 
to all others 

There was “some supply” of Pennsylvania bright stock 
mostly at 30 to 3lc per gal. Inventories of Penna. bright 
increased 43,079 bbl. during December, 1950, to 188,032, 
according to the monthly report of National Petroleum 
Assn. This figure was 112,352 bbls. lower than the 300,- 
384-bbl. figure reported for the same month of 1949 

Inventories of Penna. 600 S.R. stock, which spot buyers 
said was on the “impossible list,” fell in December 31,132 
bbl. to 95,460 bbis 


ATLANTIC COAST 
‘Gas’ Prices Firmer at New York 


Firmer prices for gasoline at New York, and generally 
stronger demand for fuel oils, were reported by East 
Coast suppliers during the first few days of February 
At New York Harbor, colder weather bucked up the bids 
buyers were willing to pay for Nos. 2 and bunker “C 
fuel oils 

Purchase of about 100,000 bbis. of gasoline at New 
York and exchanges for an additional 230,000 bbis 
leared the harbor of the material that was said to be 
hanging over the market These transactions had an 
mmediate effect of firming prices for gasoline at New 
York, for it was realized in the trade that some market 
ers were trying to “dodge high tanker rates” by cover- 
ing their requirements locally 

Whereas “discounts” off the New. York barge quota- 
tions for gasoline were said to be available late in Jan- 
uary, offerings in early February were held for 12.5« 
per gal. Quotations of harbor suppliers for regular grade 
gasoline in barge lots ranged from 12 to 13.4c per gal 

Consensus of major marketers was that January sales 
of gasoline at retail were “considerably higher” than 
January 1950 volume One major said that several sta- 
tions he supplied on Long Island made all-time highs in 
sales during January and beat previous tops established 
in mid-summer months 

Colder weather sent additional suppliers in the open 
market to get supplemental lots of fuel oils to meet their 
requirements, At New York Harbor, three major sup- 
pliers were said to be willing to buy kerosine in barge 
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Dynamic strain-gouge tests, used

CENTRAL MICHIGAN 


Severe Weather Tightens Fuel Oils 


Severe cold weather tightened fuel oils in Central 
Michigan last week and the switchmens’ strike indirectly 
added to their supply problems. Prices were unchanged 
and trading was limited 

In addition to stepped-up demand for light fuels from 
regular customers, refiners said barge oil companies were 
“pleading” for domestic fuels because of strike-idled tank 
cars and inability to obtain sufficient truck transporta- 
tion to fill the gap in their shipments to jobbers 

Heavy fuels were in steady demand with supplies gen- 
erally indicated by refiners to be in “good balance.” Re- 
finer, who last week offered 500,000 gals of No. 6 fuel 
in open market, said the entire amount had been sold 
price details were not disclosed 

Sale of 15,000 gals. of No. 2 fuel to a large oil company 
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was disclosed, but refiner did not reveal price arrange 
ments 

Heavy pull on lake terminal supplies because of an 
abnormally cold winter resulted in low heating oil stocks 
at several large terminals. One Independent said de- 
mand for light fuels for 13 months ended Jan. 31 this 
year was approximately 35 greater than the previous 
13-month period 

Stocks of gasoline continued to build up slowly or 
not at all, refiners said. Some refiners believed supplies 
would be adequate for spring One refiner, however, 
pointed out there were “important outside factors” that 
could influence spring supply positions. One, he said 
would be a late opening of lake transportation because 
of ice conditions 


MIDWESTERN Chicago-E. St. Lovis Area) 
Fuel Oils Dislocated by Rail Strike 


The railroad strike, coupled with sub-zero weather in 
the Midwest, caused serious distribution problems par- 
ticularly in the upper central states region, according 
to trade sources 

Open market trading was brought to a halt, according 
to tank car marketers, although supplies were plentiful 
for shipment, FOB Group 3 basis, with no rail facilities 
to move them 

Before the strike started trading interest had swung 
sharply around to heavy fuels because sub-zero weather 
had curtailed industrial use of natural gas on interrupti- 
ble service 

The railroad said they had more No. 6 offered to them 
for February than had been offered in January. The 
price to the roads was unchanged at $1.75 per bbl., same 
quotation as reported by four Midwest refiners to the 
trade 

There were “big quantities” of No. 6 fuel said to be 
available for immediate shipment in sellers’ cars priced 
at $1.85 per bbl, FOB refineries in Longview-Ft. Worth 
area. One marketer disclosed sale of 25 cars of No. 6 
for February shipment at $1.85 per bbl, E. Texas 

As distribution difficulties began to appear “here and 
there” in Midwest states, general seriousness of the situa 
tion became apparent when refinery sources declared after 
four days of the rail strike, it would “take weeks” to un 
do traffic snarls and get tank cars rolling again 

Trading in distillates was extremely light in spite of 
the real necessity for products in some areas. “Spotty” 
sales of No. 2 were disclosed at “0.25 to 0.625¢ over 
Group 3 (quoted) lows.’ One sale of “a few" cars of 
range oil was reported at 9.375c. Midwest refiners quoted 
No. 2 at 8.375 to 8.62%c: range oi) at 9.12%« Group 3 

Gasoline was generally in good supply, and, at the 
same time, in “good” demand, according to refiners. Sev 
eral sources said “early probing” of large oil companies 
into availability of gasoline later on to supplement their 
own production indicated a general expectancy of a “big 
season.” One refiner said there already was a demand 
for “all the gasoline in sight for pipe line shipment de 
spite present high inventories at refineries.’ 


CHICAGO DISTRICT 
Rail, Barge Tieup Hits Fuel Oils 


A “wildcat” strike of railroad switchmen and heavy 
ice formations which held back barges of fuel oils, created 
4 serious dislocation in Chicago District fuel oil supplies 
last week, according to refiners and water terminal op 
erators 

Arrow Petroleum Co., a leading Independent distribu 
tor, and Standard Oi] Co. (Indiana) announced that sever 
ity of transportation situation had forced them to limit

A Solution 


Because of this self-discharging 
characteristic, which is inherent in 
all batteries, these steps become man 
datory 

1. Stocks must be rotated so that 
the oldest batteries are shipped out 
first 

2. Trickle charging. or recharging 
at approximate 30-day intervals, must 
be employed to keep battery stox ks 
in a freshly charged condition 

3. Voltage, gravity and liquid level 
should be checked periodically 

4. Warehousemen must accept full 
responsibility for delivering only fully 
charged batteries to dealers 

While these requirements seem 
simple, it should be borne in mind 
that they constitute special treat 
ment not required for any other class 
of TBA merchandise. In discussions 
with TBA managers, as well as with 
the battery manufacturers, it is ap 
parent that all are giving special 
emphasis to the perishable nature 
of batteries. In the oil marketing 
organizations this “perishable” theme 
s referred to again and again 
house organs, bulletins, messages 
lealers, and to salesmen 


Dealer AdviceFor example a ré 
ent issue of Union Oil's dealer mag- 
azine devotes a page to these battery 
storage and installation tips for 
dealers 

New batteries should be put 
stock in such a position that the ol 
batteries will be sold first St 
them in a cool, dry place away fron 
hot air ducts or radiators. Heat 
speeds up their discharge rate. Never 
store batteries on a concrete floor 
Put boards under then 


Batteries will stay cleaner if you 
leave them in their cardboard ship 
ping cases. At the time you take the 
batteries out of the cases for charg 
ing, wipe them off. A dirty new bat- 
tery isn't as attractive to the cus 
tomer as a clean new battery 


Test the gravity in your stored 
stock and your display batteries once 
a week. If the gravity has fallen 
to 1.240 or below, boost the charge 

at no more than 6 amp. rate) to
